Parliament on the verge of adjourn 
ment, has been a dynamo of high volt- 
age. Members anxious to get back to 


their offices and their farms have been 
working steadily and indefatigably to 
finish bills and estimates. Of first 
importance has been the final passage 
of the war appropriation bill of $3,890, 
000,000 which embodied in a general 
way the whole war effort or at least 
the major part of it. The bill has been 
discussed off and on for twelve weeks. 
Now the money appropriation needed 
for the armed services and war equip- 
ment and supplies is approved. The 
amended Farmers Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act has been of primary interest 
to western farmers but it is at the 
same time of interest to all Canadians. 
The whole nation has in a sense a 
stake in @e pratrtes. A number of 
Western members made a strong ét- 
fort to have the legislation broadened 
out into a present and future means of 
scaling down farmers debts in rela- 
tion to the changing values of farm 
lands. The minister of finance, Mr. 
Iisley, however, would noe accept this 
open-ended type of legislation which 
would, he said, destroy the credit of 
the farmers. The bill provides Means 
of reducing debts of very hard pressed 
farmers, but there can be only one 
proposal for adjusting a farmer's debt. 
The legislation !s of an “emergency” 
kind to help keep efficient farmers on 
the land and thus increase production 
needed in wartime. In the act which 
has been in operation since 1934 pro- 
posals for cutting down debts were 
heard by boards of review. In the 
new legislation courts will take place 
of the boards, thus ensuring, it is held, 
greater consistency. There will be a 
right of appeal to an appeal court 
judge Some Western members have 
been urging government to put farm 
products prices on a “parity” basis, 
and have also asked for crop insur- 
ance. The government has however, 
held tight to the priniciple of helping 
without assuming wardship of the 
farmers. 

It looked as-4f there would develop 
quite a row over censorship regula- 
tions. There was considerable dis- 
cussion in the house but explanations 
quietly and politely given took the ed: 
ge off the attack. Censorship does of 
course mean restrictions on the liber- 
ties of the individual, rights which are 
carefully guarded. The point raised 
by Mr. Graydon, and others in the 
house was that restrictions should be 
kept at a minimum consistent with 
national security. Censorship was 
concerned only with the prosecution 
of the war, the house was informed by 
General LaFleche, the minister whose 
department administers censorship. It 
didn’t concern itself with civillian 
the war. There was quite close liai- 
son between the censorship officials 
of the United Nations, although there 
was no joint organization on censor- 
ship. General LaF leche apologized to 
a member whose mail has been opened 
by a regional censor. Opening of 
letters going to members of either 
house of parliament was against ex- 
plicit instructions. It has happened, 
however, a number of times. 

Considerable heat was engendered 
in the debate on whether the commun- 
ists, Jehovah’s Witnesses and other 
bodies declared illegal under the De- 
fence of Canada Regulations should 
have the ban raised from them, It 
wasn’t a simple matter of saying that 
Russians are our allies and that Can- 


dian communists should therefore 
be allowed to say or do anything they 
want.

Healtn insurance legislation hasn't 
as yet put in an appearance in the 
house, but the physical fitness mea- 
sure may perhaps be considered a lore 
runuer of the wider legislation. Cert- 
ally in itself the physical fitness 
plan is of importnace if it is carried 
through with enthusiasm The need o: 
such e plan has been brought oat ina 
way that has shocked many people, 
that is by the large percentge ct re- 
jects mong those seeking to enlist in 
the armed forces. The success of the 
new plan will undoubtedly depend on 
the spirit with which people tae it 
up 

‘he atmosphere of parliament has 
been at times a_ little pugnacions. 
Members cannot overlook the fact 
that soon there will be a provineial el- 
lection in Ontario which will test out 
the relative strength of the political 
parties in that province. Then there 
are the four federal byelections whieh 
will be further political weather vanes. 
Many speeches given in recent weeks 
in the house have been political 
speeches tor their constituents and 
the people at large to hear. At the 
same time the reason that these 
speeches take a strong political tinge 
is that the weight of anxiety and fear 
has been rising to some extent from 
the shoulders of parliamentary as 
as well as other citizens. It can 
never entirely disappear until victory 
is actually won, but the change in the 
war picture and the daily news of 
Canadian boys in Sicily who are liv- 
ing up to the tradition of the Canadian 
corps in the last war make members 
much more light hearted and more: in- 
clined to talk policies and to paint 
their speeches with the political brush.

—DEVELOPING THE WEST— 

Eastern M. P. though he 1s, John QR, 
MacNicol of Toronto. has his mind on 
Western development. He knows the 
possibilities of the Western resources, 
for he* visited almost every nook and 
corner of the prairie and coast pro- 
vinces and the far north. 

Parliament has been hearing from 
Mr. MacNicol about Alberia’s gre:t 
tar sand deposits, and the Saskatche- 
wan River’s opportunities for water 
conservation, power production, nav- 
igation and irrigation, and for the de- 
velopment of both he has put forward 
a very strong case. He believes that 
Canada must organize the Saskatche- 
wan watershed somewhat the same as 
the United States has done with the 
Tennessee, where vast power and 
water resources have been established 
As a result seven states are being 11 
dustrialized because of the improve- 
ments made in this great river, so 
similar fn many respects to Canada’s 
Saskatchewan. Mr. MacNicd! is con- 
vinced that the Saskatchewan can 
produce power in a big way and at a 
rate low enough to attract industries 
to Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
Toronto member doesn’t hesitate to 
say that if the Western provinces are 
financially unable to handle the pro- 
ject the Dominion should undertake 
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@Bees Can be Wintered in Alberta— 

Bees can be wintered successfully 
in Alberta. and due to the uncertainty 
of the supply of package bees during 
the past year or two many bee-keepers 
are following this procedure. 

Full particulars of methods of re- 
queening are contained in Dulletin No. 
58, “Wintering Bees in Alberta,” pre- 
pared by Mr. W. G. Le Maistre and 
available from the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, Department of Agri- 
cultural, Edmonton. This _ bulletin 
contains, in addition, full details of 
winter feedings and preparation of 
hives for winter.
